A rather lively aenlon of the Coun- 
ty Board of education was held Sat- 
urday morning at the office of County 
Superintendent George H. Turnlpseed 
to decide ]uat what to do in handling 
tbe oouhty achool problem wntch thla 
year, u never before,^ has been a 
man'a else ]ob. 

The main question to be settled by 
the board members today was the 
question of whether or not schools in 
tbe county which have lost So much 
time because of the influenza epi- 
demic should be re^opened during the 
present term. The tward was consid- 
erably Split.^up on the question. Sev- 
eral were of the opinion that the year 
was practically lost to the students 
and that there should be no attempt to 
re-open while othera were of the opin- 
ion that schools should be reH>pened 
as soon as possible! 

After threshing the question out 
thoroughly the board decided that no 
school now closed should be re-open- 
ed for the present season if they were 
closed within six weeks of the oloae of 
the term or in- other words un^less 
scliools could get more than six weeks 
of work in before closing time, they 
should not open at all this year. 

The board decided that the local 
; trustee, the County Health Officer and 
I the neighborhood physician ahould 
conatltute a committee to decide when 
schools ahould re-open and when 
close because of the disease. 

A very interesting teachers' meet- 
ing was held Saturday afternoon when 
nil of these matters were thoroughly 
explained to the teachers.

J. W. Bvans, Jot^.n T. Boott and L- 
Nelms go to "Qtrashington where on 
January IT and 18 they will attend a 
conference of cotton Rrowors, cotton 
factors, splnncrfl and bankers. 

At the conference it is eiyected to 
formulate a plan to- to standardlie the 
cotton trade of the world and to In- 
stitute measnrss to meet new condi- 
tions Imposed by peace and the re- 
construction of International com- 
merce. 

The conference is really a sort of 
prelude to an international' confer- 
ence which will be held this summer 
In some Southern city (perhaps Hous- 
ton). In which deleKatea will be in- 
vited from every nation with which 
the United States bu reciprocal trade 
relations. 

This second conference is expected 
to determine the terms governing the 
exporting of cotton. T'nder previous 
conditions, each nation haa required 
special conditions, some of them on- 
erous and expensive to American 
shippers. Standardising oondiUona of 
shipping will be sought 

The Washington conference came 
about through the suggestion of East- 
ern spinners, who enllatcd the Inter- 
est of the national and state govern- 
ments in the meeting. Five delegates 
were named by the secretary of agri- 
culture. Governors of each of the cot- 
ton growing states named delegates 
and the ininortant caotton exchanges 
selected representatives, Houston, 
Dallas and Oa^eston being the Texas 
exchanges represented. Banks are al- 
so to h% represented at the conference. 
The three Houston delegate will be 
sponsors for the following interests: 
J. W. Evans, Texas Cotton Associa- 
tion; John T. Scott, Southern bankers, 
and A. L. Neims, the Houston Cotton 
Bxohange.

Other subjects which bad been 
whipped into shape for open debate 
during this week's sittings of the 
"Steering Oommlttee," were respon- 
sibility and ijnnlshment for the war; 
reparation fbr war damages; inter- 
national labor legislation; Interna 
tionallzatlon of certain ports, water 
ways and railways and the procedure 
tor bringing tersitorial questions be- 
fore the delegates. 

Correspondents were admitted at 
today's session In observance with 
meetings to one open meeting. 

Premier Lloyd George was to be- 
gin debates on the league of Nations 
by presenting the British plan. 
Whether the American program would 
be brought forward alao, was uncer- 
tain. 

It Is understood both the British 
and American plans, according to the 
latest modifications, provide to an en- 
larged and improved Hague Tribunal. 

The principal provisions of the Brit- 
ish scheme are understood to Include 
establishment of a high court to set- 
tle international disputes with en- 
forcement of its findings by public 
opinion rather than super-national 
"police force," some form of disarma- 
ment; cancellation of all treaties 
which would interfere with the work- 
ing of the league; formation of a 
board to pass on international labor 
problems and exclusion of the central 
powers until tKey had proven their 
fitness for membership.
